POTATOMATO PLANT. 


It Bears Tomatoes Above and Pota- 


toes Below. 


An'anomaly ia grafting first class 


potatoes" at the 
roots and -bearing 


fully developed tomatoes at the stalk 
was brought about by Prof. G-peen of 
the Minnesota state school of agricul- 
ture, when 
he cut 
oft 
the 
young 


shoots of a potato vine, making a V- 
shaped silt in the top, into which hp 


inserted a freshly clipped young to 
mato plant, 
bound 
the 
joint with 


straw and supported it by long rods. 
Nature did the rest. 


The tomato diew sustenance from 


the earth through the roots of the po- 
tato, and in return furnished 
what 


was required in the way of the action 
of light and air upon its own leaves 
to its 
adopted 
roots. 
Thfe 
plant 


is now three months 
old. 
On 


pushing aside the earth several fairly 
developed pototoes are shown, each a 
trifle larger than a large hen's egg. 
From the vines a half dozen tomatoes 
are hanging, in 
different 
stages of 


maturity. 
Several have ripened and 


the -ethers promice to do as well. 


The tomato vine loses its identity 


at the place where the graft 
was 


made. 
There are no leaves at all 


suggestive of the potato. The vine is 
fully three 
feet 
high.—New 
York-

the great Civil war. For some tiime 
there has been a strike of street car 
employes in force there, and attempts 
by the managers to run the cars with 
non-union motormen and conductors 
have resulted 
in wholesale 
rioting 


and violence. The city government, 
unable to maintain order, called up- 
on the state for aid, and the governor 
promptly ordered a strong force of 
militia to the city. 
Peaceable citi- 


zens were apprehensive that the pres- 
ence of the soldiers would cause an 
increase of rioting and outrage; but 
the commander of the troops issued 
orders that If they t id to shoot they 
were to "shoot to kill," and that this 
order had been given was made gen- 
erally known. 
The result was that 


the first night the 
strong 
body of 


troops went on duty was the quietest 
one the city had 
known for some 


time. The order "shoot to kill" evi- 
dently had a very soothing effect on 
the mobs. It was said that had there 
been any more serious rioting, mar- 
tial law -would have been proclaimed 
in the city by the governor at once.

Wilmington

Roused Out Early. 


Were 


About four o'clock Sunday morning 


a freight train in the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford railroad yard at 
South Boston was backed into a num- 
ber of loaded cars standing on a Bide 
track near the water, turned a car 
loaded with oak piles 
-bottom 
up, 


knocked another one clear overboard 
into the dock, and made a bridge of a 
third one between the 
barge New- 


market, belonging to the Piscataqua 
Navigation company of this city and 
the shore, one end of the car resting 
_m the barge and the other on the sea- 
wall of the yard. The Boston Globs 
01 Monday morning in its account of 
the accident- says: 


"Perhaps the most surprised peo- 


ple were Capt. Charles 
S. Parsons 


and his crew of three men on board 
the brick barge Newmarket of Ports- 
mouth. They were asleep 'below when 
:h' cars came together within a few 
feet of the boat. 
The 
crash awoke 


them, and almost before they could 
•fpt out of their berths to see 
what 


was the cause tho boat was pitched 
up as jf she was going out 
of the 


water, and 
immediately 
a heavy 


weight came down on her and pinned 
her down, throwing tho 
men about. 


They scrambled 
to their 
feet, and 


rushed ui> the companionway to the 
deck. 


"There they saw a -box car resting 


ua the tiers of bricks near the stern 
of the barge. They were too far from 
the wall to get ashore, and for a time 
they were fearful that the barge was 
about to sink. 
Between their barge 


and the wall they cculd see the end 
ot another car projecting a couple of 
ff-ct out of the water. 
Tlu> Newmar- 


ket rested easily 
when 
the 
wav^s 


quieted, and the confidence 
of the 


crew icturned. 


"They 
examined their boat to see 


how badly she was 
injured, and to 


llieir surprise found that beyond the 
bioaklng of a dozen bricks and come 
scratches to the bulwarks there was 
ittle or no damage. The deckload of 
bilcks had saved tho barge from go- 
ng to the bottom, for it' the car bad 
fallen on the 
dock 
It would 
have 


crushed it in and opened tho side to 
tho water."

through the air with safety and speed,

One of these schools, represented by 


such aeronauts as Santos-Dumont, the 
Lebaudy brothers and Professor Carl 
Myers, conducts its experiments upon 
the theory that the dirigible balloon 
will solve the problem of aerial naviga- 
tion. The measure of success attending 
these experiments, which have been 
rather more spectacular than scientific, 
are pretty well known to the readers 
of the newspapers who are interested 
In the subject. 


That the balloon air ship will work 


under certain atmospheric conditions 
has been amply proved by Sautos-Du- 
mont and the Lebaudy brothers, but 
whether It can be made to work in all 
conditions of wind and weather is a 
matter of doubt. 


The other school of aerial navigators, 


to which belong such scientists as Pro- 
fessor S. P. Langley, Dr. Alexander 
Graham Bell and John P. Holland, 
contends that the theory of the dirigi- 
ble balloon is unscientific and impracti- 
cable aud tha£experirnenting with it is 
a waste of time. The theory is that the 
successful and practical air ship inuat 
simulate the motion of the wings of a 
bird, in flying, and the experimenters 
are devoting all their mental energies 
to the development of the flying ma- 
chine as against the floating device. 


Among the most interesting and ap- 


parently most successful experiments 
with flying machines are those lately 
wade by Dr. Bell, the inventor of the 
telephone. If all accounts are true he 
has a flying machine that will fly. It 
is an ingenious structure, composed of 
what might be termed a multiplicity 
of silken wings upholding a sort of 
boat which is of such remarkable 
buoyancy that it will fly or float by it- 
self when the supporting part of the 
apparatus has been taken away. The 
machine is in effect an artificial bird 
constructed on the kite principle, but 
In accordance with entirely new ideas. 
It is, in fact, a multiple kite composed 
of a great number of triangular boxes 
of silk held in shape by sticks. One 
side of each box is open to the air, tin- 
other sides being; covered with silk and 
In shape and position suggesting the 
wings of a bird in the act of flying. 
Thus the whole apparatus, being made 
up of such boxes, is like a bird, or. 
rather, like a whole flock of birds 
whose flight is directed by a single im- 
pulse. 


In describing his Invention Dr. Bell 


says: "I have had the feeling that a 
properly constructed flying machine 
should be capable of being flown as a 
kite aud, conversely, that a properly 
constructed kite should be cupu'ole cf 
use as a flying machine when driven 
by its own propellers. Given a kite so 
shaped as to be suitable for the body 
of a flying machine and so efficient 
that it will fly well in a good breezo 
when loaded with a weight equivalent 
to that of a man and engine, then it 
seems to me that this same kite pro- 
vided with an actual engine and man 
iu place of the load and driven by Us 
own propellers, should be sustained iu 
calm air as a flying machine," 


In one ftf Dr. Bell's experiments the 


machine was operated In a dead calm 
by attaching the cord, a strong inanila 
rope, to a galloping horse. The horse 
furnished to the apparatus n power of 
propulsion equivalent to that which an 
engine might have given, aud it rose 
and soared beautifully. It was an ap- 
plication of the same principle as that 
employed by the small boy who when 
the breeze is too light to raise his klto 
runa with it along the ground. 


Another experimenter who has no 


faith In the dirigible balloon Is John 
P. Holland, the Inventor of the subma- 
rine torpedo boat. lie says: "The solu- 
tion of ttie problem of aerial naviga- 
tion Is much easier than that of sub- 
uuulne traveling. The practical method 
at ucTial navigation will bu with

The spread of the aeroplanes, or 


WillgS. will be about twenty-five feet. 
and a rudder device will be used as a 
steering jjear. The materials used in 
the construction of the machine will be 
as light as the strength necessary will 
permit. The frames for the wings will 
consist of long thin pieces of select 
ash. The grain of the wood will run 
with the length of the frame, giving it 
increased strength without the loss of 
any elasticity. The frames will be cov- 
ered with line closely woven silk or tc 
material that will hold the wind. Oth- 
er parts of the framework will be of 
steel wire of not less than 35,000 or 
40,000 pounds tensile strength. 


Professor Langley of the Smithso- 


nian institution, \vho was given $25,000 
by congressional appropriation for a 
series of experiments in aerial naviga- 
tion, has resumed his tests of a flying 
machine ou which he has worked for- 
several years. An improved type of 
aeroplane will be taken to an isolated 
point dqwn the Potomac river, where 
its practical utility will be thoroughly, 
examined- Professor Langley seems 
very confident that-his present experi- 
ments will prove successful. 


In England T. Hugh Bastln is exper- 


imenting with a mechanical bird aeri- 
motor with which he proposes to com- 
pete at the St. Louis exposition for the 
air ship prize. The wings can be con- 
trolled separately, and one man by; 
working one lever, it is asserted, can 
regulate every requisite movement of 
soaring, steering, flying, hovering and 
descending. The motive power is sup- 
plied to a petroleum engine, and pro- 
pulsion is achieved by air resistance to 
the beating of the wings. This "bird" 
13 cylindrical and has a pointed nose 
and tail. AH the weight is below the 
wings, tbus maintaining its equilibri- 
um. Mr. Bastiu expects to attain a 
speed of 150 miles an hour. 


Thus the experiments continue with 


the bird and kite ideas with apparent- 
ly very much greater promise of suc- 
cess than attended the unhappy "Da- 
rius Green and his flying machine." 


Meanwhile the dirigible balloonists 


Santos-Dumont, the Lebaudy brothers 
nnd others, continue their operations. 


In the recent trials of the Lebaudy

New Mexico and California. St. Augus- 
tine, the oldest town iu the country, 
was founded in 1565. Santa Fe, N. M., 
is nearly as old, and some of the Ro- 
man' Catholic mission towns in south- 
ern California have reached a great 
age. The landing of the pilgrim fa- 
thers at Tly mouth. Mass., was in 1020, 
Tlie-Dutch lauded in the Hudson river 
valley a little before that date. A trad- 
ing station was established by them on 
Castle island, just below Albany, in 
1C14, 
and Albany was founded, under 


the name of Fort Orange, in 1023. Al- 
bany was chartered as a city in 1G8C. 
•New Amsterdam has recently observed 
the two hundred and fiftieth anniversa- 
ry of its beginning. So 
Tautni;,ioi, 


founded in 1(533 by Puritans from the 
New England settlements, can claim 
an antiquity almost as great as that o" 
any town iu the United States. 


The Dutch who set up their homes at 


Now Amsterdam and ou the western 
end of Long Island spread to the east 
and met in the vicinity of Hunfingtou 
the westward' growtli of the English 
communities, and Huntington numbers 
among its old families descendants of 
Immigrants of both nationalities. 


During the Revolution a regiment of 


British 
soldiers was quartered at 


Huntington, and many a minor en- 
gagement was fought hereabouts. The 
Huntingtonians. being mostly of Eng- 
lish descent, were suspected by their 
neighbors across the sound of harbor- 
ing the British willingly, and they suf- 
fered from numerous acts of supposed 
reprisal from the patriots of Connecti- 
cut. 
To disprove this allegation of 


Toryism the annals of lluntington can 
show no end of occasions on which 
British soldiers were betrayed into the 
hands of the Continental armies by 
the youths of the village. 


One historic event of which llunt- 


ingtou was the scone and which has 
been commemorated by the latter day 
citizens of this village vith two nota 
blc monument* was the capture of Na- 
than Halo, tho patriot spy. The gen- 
erally accepted place of H ale's capture 
is on the shore of Huntington bay 
about two milos from the town. The 
boxise in which he was taken has long 
"since disappeared, but its site is inark- 
'ed by a huge granite bowlder erected 
in '1807. On one side of the bowlder is 
the date of its erection, with the in- 
scription, "Nathan Hale; In Everlast- 
ing Remembrance." Upon another ara 
cut the words with Vimvl; ho accepted 
the commission to reconnoitcr, single 
handed, the position of the British 
troops about New York in the face of 
almost certain and Ignominious death 
and beneath them his last utterance as 
he was being hanged by his British 
captors, "I only regret that I have but 
one life to give for my country." The 
third tablet boars those fact* about 
Hale: His ancestors wore the Hales of 
Kent, England; lie was born at Coven- 
try, Conu., June C, 17.~>r>; graduated 
from Yak* college Sept. 8,177;-!; enlisted 
as lieutenant. Seventh Connecticut rog- 
imcnt, July (J, 177.".; appointed captain 
Sept. 1, 177r>; volunteered as a spy in 
September, 1770; captured by the Brit- 
ish on this shore September. 1770; exe- 
cuted at New York Sept. £>, 1770. 


Another reminder of Hale and his 


connection with the history of Hunt- 
ington Is the beautiful memorial foun- 
tain in the center of tho town. This. 
Is a granite shaft, with u drinking 
fountain attached, erected in 381)4. It 
stands opposite the Public library, 
built a few years ago in honor of the 
tneti from Huntington who wont to the 
front In the war between tho states. 


A little distance into the country 


from the center of the town the house 
of Walt Whitman, the poet, Is still 
standing. It Is an interesting old struc- 
ture, rapidly falling into decay. There 
has boon talk of a concerted public ef- 
fort to purchase and preserve ft, but 
nothing definite has boon done. The 
old cemetery of Huntington has much 
historic interest. 
It was used as a 


cnmp ground by the British during the 
Revolution. 
At the close of the w.ir 


General Washington paid n visit of 
state to Huntington. remaining over- 
night, and the old chronicles contain 
a vivid account thereof.
